The Railwaymen's secretary, Mr. J. H. Thomas M. P. departing 
for Americu a week ago for reasons of health, predicted that the coal 
trouble would be settled during the week. The sudden recrudescence 
of industrie! troublo shows he was a false prophet. The fact is the 
"rank and file” movement of the railwaymen has grown during his 
absence. ‘Chey, and similarly the Clyde workers, are refusing to 
hardle foreign coal, thousands of tone of which have accumulated 
at the ports.

THE “HONG MOH” TRAGEDY. 


THE FINDING. OF. THE COURT. 


Capt. Evan’s ‘ Heroic 


This morning at the Marine 
Court Li. Conway Hake, R.N.R., 
president of the Board of En- 
quiry' appointed by the local 
Government to enquire into the 
loss aud wreck of the Hong 
Moh,- gave the finding of the 
Court. . 

The finding stated :— 


We. find that the British s.3 
Hong Moh, official’ number 
85,862, Singapore, of which Henry 
William Holmes, number of 
whose certificate of competency 
is 2279 Hongkong, was mas- 
ter, left Hongkong on March 
Qnd, 1921, .for Swatow and 
Amoy with crew numbering 
48 and through passengers 
fram: Singapore numbering 1,135, 
maximum draught was .22ft, 6 ins, 


_ She arrived off Swatow about 
9,30 a.m. on March 3rd, but the 
draught of the ship was too-great 
to cross the bar, so the ship 
proceeded towards Amoy. ‘But, 
owing to persistent representa- 
tions by the Swatow passengers, 
the master decided to return and 
anchored in the vicinity of Bill 
Island, off Swatow, and signalled 
for. a pilot to take the ship-in 
to Swatow. A pilot came off and 
inf.rmed the Master that it 
was impoysible to do .so on 
account of the ship's draught. 
At 5.30 p.m.on March 3rd, the 
a.8. Hong Moh’ weighed anchor 
and stood down to South, and 
when ina position about one or 
two:miles North-East or East- 
North-East of the Good Hope 
Cape the course was set 
§,85E by compass, the 
compess having a. figure ‘one 
deg. easterly deviation, speed 
9 knots, increased to. 10 knots 
at about 6.30 p.m. The wea her 
was strong North Easterly wind, 
rough sea, overcast, cloudy and 
visibility not good. 

It is not clear from the evidence 
whether the master intended to 
pass (1) South of the Boat Rocks, 
(2) Between the White Rocks 
and High Lammock: Island, or 
(3) to the north of the High Lam- 
mock Island. If he intended: to 
pass South of Boat, Rock the wrong 
course was set. If he intended 
to pass between the White Rocks 
and High Lammock Island: we 
are of opiniom that the passage 
would have been dangerous and 
undesirable in view of the 
weather -conditions and low 
visibility. If he intended to pass 
north of the Lammocks Light the 
course should have been alteréd 
at a safe distance from the Lanm- 
mocks light. The course was not 
altered and the vesse! struck the 
North-Wert point of the White 
Rocks at 7.20 p.m. on March 3rd 
After the vessel struck, the 
weather became worse and at 3 
a.m. on March 4 the vessel broke 
in two. ae 

We are of opinion that after 
the stranding the Master and 
Officers did all that was poasible 
to assist the passengers. Tho 
gea was< too rough to lauach 
boats. At 9a.m.on March 4 the 
3.8. Sbansi of 1984 tons was 
sighted and closed the Hong Moh 
and stood by till p.m. on the 5th.

SANITARY BOARD 
MEETING. 


Estimates For 1922 Passed. 


A meeting of the Sanitary Board 
was held yesterday, Mr G. R. 
‘Sayer presiding. There were also 
fhe Director of Public 
works (Hon. Me T. L. Perkins), tho 
Secretary for Chinese Affairs (Hon. 
Mr 8. ©. B. Rose), Dr F. M. 
Ozorio, Mr C.. . Alabaster, Mr 
Chow Shou-sen, Mr 8. W.:Tso, the 
Medical Officer of Health (Dr 
'W. W. Pearse) and tho. Secretary 
(Mr C. M. W. Reynolds). : 

With regard to tho ptoposed 
changes in the Estimates for 1922 
the Chairman eaid that he was not 
proposing any novelties this year, 
but merely the normal extension of 
the existing work and equipment to 
meet the remarkable developement 
noticeable in the Colony. ‘Tu give 
some-idea of that developement he 
mentioned that in Kowloon over 
118 European flats: were erected 
during the past year and 29 were in 
course of erection, In the same 
period, 70  Buropean boures 
bad been constructed == un 
13 were in course of erection ; 
250 Chinese bouses had been 
erected and 250 were in cuurre 
of erection. With regard to recent 
appointmenta of additional sanitary 
inspectors the Chairman said he did 
not think there would be any necer- 
sity for additional sanitary inspec- 
tors for ordinary district work. Tho 
importance of rat catching had 
been recognised by making this 
item a permanent instead of o 
cssual vote. : 

The main increases 
refuse collection and disposal. 
He was asking for an ad- 
ditional steam launch and ad- 
ditional dust carts, and the 
necessary bullocks, drivers and 
scavenging coollies. Last year tt 
was propored to seo what could bs 
done in Kowloon with a motor 
tractor and trailers. He was now 
advised that it would not be wise 
to ure 8 motor tractor with a string 
of trailers in the narrow: and crowd- 
ed streets of Kowluon. He was 
rot altogether sorry that this re- 
commendation had been dropped 
because he bad become more and 
more copvineed that the correct 
policy was to get rid of, refuse by 
the most direct route to the ren, 
and for this purpose he was sej- 
ing the Public. Works Depart. 
ment to provide sdditicnal dust 
boat stations for Kowloon ‘City. 
He was asking also for the erec- 
tion of a small incinerator on the

ground that Kowluon City should] 


self-contained. It would be a Jong 
way to take refuse to Kau-i-Chau 
or even to-the proposed dump at 
Cheung-chau and he did not think 
that a amall iucinorator would be 
objectionable.

With regard to savitary conven- 
iences, he. asked for two in 
Kowloon, one in Hlunghom snd 
one in Bowring Street in Kowloon, 
at the southern end of Yaumati.

Turning to prevention matters, 
the Colonial Veterinary’ Surgeon 
had asked for a depotat a convenient 
point at Yaumati in order to carry 
out inspections of imported cattle as 
required by the bye-laws., A swine 
market was also asked for, one of 
the main objects being’ to en- 
courage the local produxtion of 
swine, He moved the adoption of 
the report of the Sub-Committee 
on Estimates. 

The Scerctary for Chinese Affairs 
seconded, 

Mr Alabaster: I-beg to propose 
that the largo item of $45,000 for 
a steam launch, and all tho items 
with reference to the crew be de- 
leted. The Governmont has under- 
taken’ to ‘discontinue the very 
offensive practice of towing house 
tefuse to Kau-i-Chau ~ where 
it pollutes the westera entrance 
ot the Harbour and every beach at 
the western ond of the Colony. 
The new scheme will soon be in 
operation and therefore it seems 
quite unnecessary to spend this 
large sum to buy a steam launch 
which will not be wanted when 
that happens. 

Mr. Ross: Do we gather the 
work cannot be done with two?

Bullock Carts Versus Motor 

Tractors. 

Dr. Ozorio moved. an amend- 
ment. to delete the item of bullock 
carts and include two motor 
tractors and ten trailers. 

Mr. Alabaster seconded. 

Dr. Ozorio said that with regard 
to the extension of the. bullock cart 
scheme the Government was put- 
ting back the clock. The only 
thing against the use of motor 
tractors and trailers was the state 
of the roads, but as motor buses 
were to be put on them shortly he 


‘saw no reason why they should be 


turned down. 

The Chairman, answering Mr. 
Alabaster with regard to his ob- 
jection to the provision of a steam 
launch, said that they must have 
some vessel for.towing purposes. 

“Mr. Alabaster; . We have tow- 
ing vessels already. With the new 
scheme we shall have less work 
for the old vessels and nona for 
new, 

The Chairman pointed out that 
for years they had had three ves- 
sels and had been carrying on with 
two with: difficulty. One of the 
three was sunk. They were merely 
replacing the old establishment. 

The Chdirman: -1 might ex- 
plain, if any explanation is need- 
ed after what I have ‘already 
stated, that. experts haye- given 
their opinion that it is not wise to 
have motor tractors conveying a 
string of trailers through the 
narrow and crowded streets. of 
Yaumati. In additien-to that, the 
Public Works Department informs 
me that the Kowloon ropds are not 
sufficient for the heavy type of 
tractor which is normally re- 
quired. for these services. It is 
sufficient for the bus service, I un- 
dervtand, I cannot agree that 
system which .will nvalve carry- 
ing all ‘the refuse from Hunghom 
dnd’ all the: outlying districts 
through the: streets, is preferable

T. Wager, the world’s altitude 
record for parachute jumping 
was broken by Sergeant Ensel 
Chambers at Post Field on 
Washington's Birthday. At 1.45 
the plane ‘carrying Sergeant 
Chambers as passenger, took off 
and gained an altitude of 22,200 
feet ubove sea level at 2.45 p.m. 
Lieutenant Wagnor was begin- 
ning to feel the effects of the 
rarity of the atmosphere and lack 
of oxygen at that altitude and 
turned to: Sergt. Chambers and 
-. suggested that the jump had 
‘better be made. The Sergeant 
was rather weak and had 
difficulty, in climbing from the 
cockpit with the two,chutes on 
his back, but after several 
attempts finally succeeded in get- 
ting in position to jump. When he 
was ready he nodded to Lieuten- 
ant, Wagner to stall the plane and 
Sergeant Chambers dropped off 
into space. Duo to extreme cold 
ant weakness from lack of 


‘| oxygen, Sergeant Chambers could 


not function his arms properly 
and had great difficulty in open- 
ing the ‘chutes. It is believed 
that he fell ot least 1,500 feet 
*ofore he finally sneceeded in 
pulling the wire so that the ‘chute 
could be released. A. stiff wind 
from the north wes blowing and 
carried bim 15 milts southeast of 
the point from which ho left the 
plane. The landing made was 
tepecially fortunate in that there

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Taking a broad survey it will 
ba admitted states a writer in the 
Journal of Comugrces that asa 
reault of the wise Sélection made 
of men who in.canjinction with 
elvil servants were called upon 
todirect the policy of the Ministry, 
and above all of thewiso discrotion 
exercised by the Controiler, the 
department has performed a 
difficull, thankless and complicat- 
ed task in a manner which has 
earned the thanks of the com- 
munity. Shipping interests recor 
nised when it was deciled to 
establish the Ministry of Ssippin + 
that the step taken Was nevussasy, 
and although Government control 
of such an industry was entirely 
opposed to’ tho’ traditions of the 
British shipping trade tho restric- 
tions imposed wore loyally accopt- 
ed and obeyed the more readily 
for the roason that the briad lines 
of the policy followed were laid 
down by one who had: long baen 
engaged in the industry, aud was 
familiar with the technical side 
of shipping. 

REASONS FOR CONTROL. 

The Controller has himself 
traced the steps which led to his 
appointment and dictated the 
various: measures: put in force 
from time fotime. Tho absolute 
control of our shipping resources 
which was finally exer. is:d came 
about through the pressure of 
circumstances rather than from 
any other cause, Arrangements 
had boen made in earlier years for 
tho railways to pass under the 
control of the Stato in the’ event 
of an outbreak of war, and they 
automatically -passed into the 
hands of tbe Government. with 
our decision to participate in 
the. great strugglo, It was not 
then. apparent that it would 
be upon the management and 
endurance of the ‘Mercantlle 
Marine that the issue of the war 
would finally depend, and the 
Ministry of Shipping was not in 
fact established until! the-end of 
the year 1916, more than two 
years after the outbreak of the 
war, 


Steps had of course been taken 
long before to requisition a 
certain percentage.ot merchant 
tonnage for the direct needs of 
the Admiralty, but it was only 
with the gradual recognition that 
the issue of the war would 
depend upon the ability of Great 
Britain to import essential food 
supplies in face of the submarine 
war that control was gradually 
tightened up until it became of 
an excessively rigid character. 
It was the need of the control 
for the transport of foodstuffs 
which may be said to. have de- 
monstrated the need for the crea- 
tion of the Ministry of Shipping. 
The Government had to take 
precautions to ensuro adequate 
supplies. of sugar, meat, wheat 
and other foodstuffs, and it was 
necessary-to arrange for tho ton- 
nage to transport large cargoes to 
theso shores. It was realised 
almost before the Ministry of 
Shipping came into existence that 
unless the shipping facilities of 
Great Britain and the Allies were 
most carofully coordinated to the. 


transport on the necessary scalo 
the war would inevitably be lost. 


By the time the Ministry was 
formed there was therefore 
general’ agreement that. tho 
dopartment was a necessary part 
of the war organisation. With 
the alvent of the Ministry the 
control over shipping was 
gradually tightened up to include 
not merely the British Mercantile 
Marine, but Allied vessels and 
thy growing fleet of neutral 
vessels engaged in transport for 
the Allies. 


A WORLD SHIPPING U3MBINE 


These came into the common 
pool, and there was thus built 
u? the larsost shipping organisa- 
tion which tho world has ever 
scen. When it is remombered 
that tho management of one of 
the Jarzo shipping companies 
is a task calling for the 
execution of the highest 
degree of business ability it can 
be imigined how. great and un- 
paralleled was the responsibility 
thrown upon, an organisation 
which had to operate the whole 
of ths British merchant fleet, and 
had a measure of control over 
Allic! and neutral shipping.

A cabled message from a Reval source, which to some 
extent discounts its. value, expecially in view.of previous 
reports, nevertheless raises again the question of the Soviet's 
future, “That regime is stated 10 be seriously threatened 
by increasing peasant revolts, of which the object is to cut 
off the enemy from the corn-producing centres, and this 
purpose is stated to have been accomplished over a wide 
area. Remembering the fate of the movements headed by 
the. various White leaders, including the recent one at 
Petrograd; which also appears to have ended disastrously 
for the aiiti-Bolsheviks, it would he premature to regard 
the news as signifying an impending change in the control 

of Russia. It is possible that the Mensheviks (inoderate 
reformers) are quietly augmenting their strength. and that 
the power of the Communists is gradually waning, but at 
present these matters remain in the region of the specula-

tive. What renders the latest. outbreak noteworthy is that 
it follows Lenin's decision to adopt a marked. change of 
policy. “i 
This change was resolved upon at the Communist 
Congress recently lield in Moscow, when it was made clear 
that the whole orientation of the Soviet Government ‘and 
its leaders is undergoing a signifiant development. The 
change of front adopted by the head of that. Govern- 
ment was far move rapid and decisive than had been 

“generally looked for. Lenin, it is stated, declared frankly 
to the Congress that in the present state of Russia and of 
the world the application of Communist doctrines has been 
a failure.. For their success two conditions were needed—a 
world revolution and the general acceptance of the doctrines 
in question within Russia by proletariat and peasant alike. 
Neither of those conditions. he confessed. was being 
fulfilled, and it was clear that unless terms were quickly 
made with the peasants, the peasants would grow no more 
food and the proletariat would sink further below the 
hunger-line. It is significant, that’ Lenin should speak of 
the“ peasants and the proletariat.” The fact is that the 
peasants-have become small owners as the result of the 
confiscation of land, and they naturally have little love for 
a system which, after giving them the land, appropriates 
their.crops in return for worthless paper-money. On the 
other hand, Lenin relies upon the peasants’ fear of losing 
their land were the old party to be restored. 

_. Accordingly, Lenin proclaimed the bold policy of end- 
ing all food requisitions from the peasants, apart from a 
reasonable tax payable in kind, and at the same time re- 
storing full liberty of trading to the: co-operative societies, 
which had been officially “communised.” Manifestly, in- 
-deed admittedly, these changes were not brought about by 
change of heart, hut the tokens indicated that they were 
sincere for the simple reason that experience had proved 
them to be essential. The change of front was also attested 
by the completion of the Anglo-Russian trade agreement 
and the endeavours to conclude similar compacts with the 
other nations. The United States rejected the overtures 
somewhat peremptorily, albeit not without difference of 
opinion among important sections of the community, and 
in other countries, notably Italy, also Japan, and to some 
extent even in France, whose Government had shown strong 

Opposition, there has been a growing movement in favour

approaches have also been made to China. Now, just as

A 400 Per Cent. Increase. 


If the Government of this 
Colony wishes to have evidence 
of the need for the. ostablishment 
of a Fair Rents Board, here it is.

Not just’ double, but 
five times the. amount he pays 
now. It appears that a certain 
Bank has made the new owners an 
offer for the whole of the ground 
floor, and the three firms at pre- 
sent occupying the premises have 
to vacate or pay between them a 
rental equivalent to that offered by 
the Bank.

The New Motor. Coaches. 


There has been a géod deal of 
vague talk lately about the pur- 
chasing of motor coaches for the 
Kowloon-Canton Railway, but 
after what was published yester- 
day it is clear that this Colony is 
hear to witnessing their actual 
operation.

The need 
for more locomotive powcr has 
been felt for along time past but 
to have purchased new coil- 
burning engines - from: Home 
would have meant the spending 
of a huge sum. of money basides 
a much longer wait for delivery.

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OLD BAILEY COLLAPSE. 


Earthquake Recalled. ° 


The inquiry into the death of a 
Chinese girl, one of the victims of 
the Old Bailey house collapse, 
which occurred on the 18th April, 
was concluded at the Magistracy 
yesterday, when the only addition- 
al evidence taken was that of Mr. 
J. W. White, executive engineer 
of the Public Works Department, 
at the conclusion of which the 
jury returned a verdict of accid- 
ental death, adding that in their 
opinion all precautions were taken 
to prevent a collapse, 

The inquiry was conducted -by 
Mr. G. N. Orme, the Coroner, and 
the jury consisted of Messrs, J..D. 
Kinnaird, J, Baptista, and C. M. 
Sequeira, . : 

Mr. M. K. Lo represented the 

owners of Nos. 7 and. 9 Old Bailey 
and Mr, M. H. Turner (of Messrs. 
Deacon, Looker, Deakin and Hars- 
ton) the owner of No. 11, 
. The Coroner having intimated 
that Mr. White would give evid- 
ence, asked Mr. Lo if he desired 
to call any witness. 

Mr. Lo suggested that evidence 
might be adduced showing that 
the alterations were being carried 
out properly, 

The Coroner remarked that the 
contractor had left the district and 
he was afraid that he couid not be 
called, : : 

Mr. Lo said the jury must take 
into consideration the question as 
to whether proper precautions 
were taken in carrying out the 
work. One of his clients had told 
him that the work was done: in 
abcut five days and that the work- 
men continued until 3 o'clock in 
the morning, The question was 
whether. the alterations carried 
out in a hurried manner in five or 
six days, with: the men employed 
until 3 o'clock in the morning, 
could be done properly. 

The Coroner intimated that if 
the jury desired to hear further 
witnesses after they had listened 
to the evidence of Mr. White then 
they could be called. 

Mr. James William White, exe- 
cutive enginecr in charge of the 
Buildings Ordinance office stated 
that hic duty included the passing 
of plans, The office records failed 
to show the date of the construc- 
tion of the Old Bailey buildings 
but they were probably 40 or 50 
years old. He had received no 
previous information respecting 
the dangerous condition of any of 
the houses in the block, with the 
exception of No. 17, which was 
damaged as the result of the earth- 
quake in 1918, 3 

The Coroner: That damage you 
regarded as due ito the earth- 
quake? : : 

Witness: .Due to the earth- 
quake and also old age. 

That in itself did not give you 
any reason to suppose that the 
block was unsafe?—No, it did not 
give me that: impresaion. 

The witness went on to say that 
the next occasion he received in- 
formation about the Old - Bailey 
buildings wag on receipt of Mr. 
Weaser's plans for alterations to 
No. 11. The plans complied with 
the requirements of the Buildings 
Ordinance and were passed accor- 
dingly. Having regard to the later 
history of the building, he still 
considered them as suitable and 
sufficient for the natureofthework 
to be undertaken. If they complied 
with the Ordinance he had no 
power to disapprove. After pass- 
ing the plans, he heard nothing 
further about the building until the 
afternoon of April 12th, when, he 
received a report that the party 
wall of Nos, 11 and 13 was crock- 
ing. Steps were taken to have it 
shored up. The wall between 
Nos. 9 and 11 appeared quite safe. 
About 6.30 on the morning of the 
13th. he received information of 
the collapse. He made inquiries 


: and after examination of the build- 


ing came to the conclusion that ‘it 
had come to the end of its tether 
and collapsed through. old age. 
The walls were of poor construc: 
tion, consisting of blue bricks, 
which deteriorated with age, and 
mortar which also deteriorated. 
The witness added that in looking 
through records he found that es 
long ago as 1908 tie rods had 
been placed in sevoral housesof the. 
block. He believed the houses were: 
formerly designed and built as 
three storey houses, and that they 
were later altered to four storeys, 
and that the near portions were 
made into five storeys. .That 
would throw an additional weight 
on the buildings which they were 
not designed to carry. 

Questioned ‘as to the effects of 
ithe corbtjling on the building, Mr. 
White said he could not express.an 
opinion. It all depended how the 


work was carried out, The front 
niterations appeared to have been 
done in 4 satisfactory manner and 
i was only fair to assume that the 
corbelling waa properly |‘ done. 
Work of this character would not, 
in his opinion, be dangerous, pro- 
vided it was done properly, The’ 
buildings had been frequently re- 
paired ditring tho last 20 years, 

The Coronér pointed to the 

fact that two walls, apparently In- 
dependent were involyed—the 
wall between Nos. 9 and 11, which 
collapsed, and that between Nos, 
11 and 18, which was cracked and 
had to be shored up. 
. The witness replied that it waa a 
coincidence. Both were due to 
his opinion, to the age and condi- 
tion of the buildings and not ta 
any common cause, 

Mr. Lo: In spite of the occur- 
rence of these two impontant facts, 
you say that it.was a coincidence? 

Witness: I think it was a coin- 
cidence, 

You agree that there are two al- 
ternatives ‘to which the collapse 
can be contributed, the oue being 
accidental and the other due to 
faulty repairs?—-Yes, I agree that 
there are two alternatives. 

The one alternative depends on 
the rather miraculous coincidence 
of old age, the use of blue bricks, 
etc.?—Yes, 

An the other depends on the in- 
fallibifity of an ordinary Chinese 
contractor?—-Yes,  * 

Have you much faith in Chinese 
‘contractors carrying out work pro- 
perly without supervision ?—It de- 
pends upon the class of work they 
are engaged upon. 

Are Chinese contractors to be 
crusted when they are not ab- 
3olutely under —s supervision? 
Haven't you had cases brought to 
your notice where they are not to 
oo ‘trusted? We have had cases. 

And in this particular case the 
contractor has run away ?—~I have 
veen informed go, 

In view of this additional fact 
that the contractor has disappear- 
ed and has failed to' come forward 
vo give evidence, do you still pin 
your faith to the idea that this was, 
a coincidence?—I think the con- 
cractor ran away without stopping 
to think, i 

What I should like to know is 
why you assign the collapse to a 
miraculous coincidence rather 
than to something’ which ts 
feasible such as faulty construc- 
tion? What makes you think it 
was a coincidence and not faulty 
construction?—I have had experi- 
ence of buildings collapsing with- 
out: any cause whatever, simply 
due to old age. . 

The witness, further questioned, 
held that the collapse was due 
solely to old age and not to the

Replying to Mr, Turner, Mr, 
White stated that if the corbelling 
was done in. excessive lengths be-’ 
fore 4 ofclock on the afternoon of 
the 12th, the would have expected 
the representative of the P.W.D, 
to have found cracks on the wall, 
As a matter of fact no. crackg were 
found on dhis particular wall, : 

The absence of cracks,.the wit-

T, does the building of houses 
cae ant easily accessible to the 
City alotie solve the problom any |’ 
more than it can alono be the 
means of lowering the high rents 
now obtaining, though it may, if 
the ratio of its output corresponds 
with that of the growth of the 
population, relieve congestion and. 
prevent scarcity of houses being 
felt for the time being. More than 
twenty years ago, when quite a 
young man, I had occasion to 
advocate in the columns of the 
Hongkong Daily Press — rent- 
control by the Government asthe 
most efficient means of counter- 
acting or at least arresting the 
then heavy rise in horse rents, 
as I foresaw that if some such 
steps wore not taken at.the time 
one could not tell what serious! 
proportion the onward march of 
the rise in rents might ‘not attain 
And, in support 6f my views, 
avery lengthy article appeared 
in the. same journal a couple cf 
days afterwards: by Mr. A 
Cunningham, then connected} 
with that journal, but who after- 
wards became the founder of the 
South China Morning Post. After 
theso long years, it gives me 
pleasure to note that that hard- 
working body, the Kowloon 
Residents Association, \ whose 
success is in a-great measure due 
to its indefatigable Secretary, 
Mr. W. Jackson, also advocated 
my viows, namely; rent-control. 
I must, however, say that this 
measure alone is nota solution of 
the housing problem, but 
emphatically say that, of the 
several ‘questions’ which it 
embraces, rent-control is the best, 
in that the public will be safe- 
guarded against future exploita- 
tion by profiteering, if — not 
uoscrupulous landlords, because 
the public is assured of protection; 
and, working hand-in-hand with 
development of buildings, it goes 
far towards solving the housing 
problem. The only question now 
remaining is how far the building 
of houses will meet the needs of 
the growing population. I am 
fully aware that the objection to 
rent-control will he on the ground 
that it is purely an économic 
matter. Quite so, but having 
‘regard to the fact that the 
Chinese own, say, nine-tenths or 
more. of the properties in 
this Colony and: that a great 
proportion of these properties are 
held by owners not. domiciled in 
Hongkong, it will not affect trade 
if a rent-control measure is adopt- 
ed; on the contrary it will keep 
these people from taking money 
out of Hongkong. 


As to any measure for checking ee 


the growth of the population of 
this Colony it must be borne in 
mind that its growth owes a great 
deal to the indiscriminate influx 
from the mainland and other 
places .of natives, many of 
whom. are undesirables.

FAIRFIELD SECRETARY'S 
JUBILEE, 

Fifty years ago Mr. ‘George . 
3trachan, secretary and director 
f-the-Fairfield Shipbuilding and 
Engineering Company, Govan, 
sintered the service of tha fore- 
runners of the present firm ay a 
icket boy. Now his jubilee is to 
he recognised in an official way, - 
Born in the burgh of Govan, now 
part of the city of Glasgow, Mr. 
Strachan has all along confined - 
his activities chiefly to the com- 
mercial sido of Fairfield. On. 
more than one occasion he. has 
been asked to enter the spheres ° 
of municipal and Parliamentary 
politics, but these invitations he 
has invariably declined, As one 
‘of the trustees, however, he took 
a prominent part in the erection 
of the Pearce Institute, which 
proved a valuable memorial of the 
late Sir William Pearce, and ix 
a leading centre in the soclal liza 
of the great shipbuilding suburb. 


CENTENARY OF BIBBY LINE. 

’ This year the Bibby Line, one 
of the oldest established steani- 
ship lines of the United Kingdom, 
attains its centonary. Asa mat- 
ter of fact, the firm was engaged 
in shipping as far baok as 1807, 
five years vefore the first British 
steamboat was launched, but it 
was not until 1821 that a regular 
service was operated. It may, 
therefore, justly be claimed to be 
one-of the oldest shipping com- 
panies in the. world. The first 
venture (by the Jate Mr. John 
Bibby) was a fleet of small aail- 
coasters, © which ran 
from Liverpool "tn -the year 
1821 as ubove atated: -and 
saw the establishment by the’ 
firm of a regular line of ships 
from Liverpool to the Kast Indies. - 
Thirty yeare later the firm enter- | 
ed the steam trade with the Tiber - 
and Arno, built on the Clyde. In 
1859 the building of the Bibby 
steamers-was entrusted to Messrs. 
Harland and Wolff, and from then 
onward to the present every suc- 


{ceeding vessel has been construc- 


ed by the Bellast shipbuilding’ 
firm. The Liverpool; Colombo 
and .

‘Mr. T. F. Claxton’s Mission |’ 


Mr. T. F. Claxton, the Director 
of the Hongkong Royal Obser- 
vatory. who returned to the 
Colony yesterday from a con- 
ference with the chiofs, of other 
woather bureaux of the Par East, 
bringa a favourable report’ of bis 
mission, ard in partiew! sr of the 
vordial reception whch be mut 
with at all the atalions he visi: ed 

Mr. Claxton, it may be s! iter: 

. here, undertook the journey at 
the suggestion of the Hongkong 
Chambor of the Commerce, with 
the view to coming to an arrange- 
ment with the other weathor 
stations of the Far East for the 
adoption of uniform methods in 
_weather observations and the 
acceleration of the ‘receipt of 
weather telegrams in regard to 
which some improvements : had 
heen called for and urged by. tho 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Mr. Claxton firat arrived at 
Shanghai where he had a consul- 
‘tation with Father Froc, the 
Director of the local Observatory, 
an eeveral points in connection 
with the various weather bureaux 
in the Far East Father Froc 
was very sympattoctic to the 
various viewa put torward by Mr. 
Claxton, who, after this intor- 

view, proceeded on his way to 
Japan where ho was brought into 
contact with the authboritie- of the 
Tokvo Observatory and the now 
statiun at Kobe. The result of 
this mission was communicated 
to Father Froc by Mr. Claxton 
on his return to Shanghai, and oa 
common basis for mutual co- 
operation between these points 
was thus laid. The, Director ox- 
tended his labours to, Manila 
where another warm reception 
awailed, him from the Jesuit 
Fathers in chirge of that famous 
Observatory. On tha following 
day (May 5th) Mr. Claxton paid 
a vinit to the Hill Station’ at 
Baguio, situated 5,000 feet above 
sea:level He returned to Manila 
on thy 7th and took tho Feuador 
for Hongkong on the following 
vlay. 

Mr. Claxton states that he wag 
much impres ed by the excep- 
tionally cordial reception ho met 

/ with from tho, various weather 
authorities he visited. In one 
particular direction the visit had 

_ heen of great value, and that was 
the dispelling of any doubts that 
might have existed as to the good 
foolings of the other observatories 
tawards: the Hongkong Obser- 
vatory. : ' 

One impression Mr. Claxton 
had derived from his mission was 
the up-to-date: character of the 
vyuipiient of the various other 
obsetvatories of which he had 
had an extensive examination 
through the courtesy of the 
respective directors. 

It is expected that one result 
of the visit will be seen in the 
improved character of the weather 
forecasts and storm warnings 
of the Par East. Certain recom- 
mendations for the general im- 
provement of the local weather 


lmtreau to bring it into line with], 


the other stations of the Var 
Bast will be made by the local 
Director in the course of a report 
to be shortly submitted to the 
Government. :
